As I took the 
time to read over the Full Circle, I was reminded 
of an article I read this past week in US Catholic 
and of my monthly spiritual direction appointment 
with Fr. Gene Donahue, S.J., both focusing on 
having a grateful heart.

WEEK 3: OCXiOBER 22"'*, 

JESUS, OUR LOVING FRIEND 
AND HEALER 

Isaiah 53:10-11, Heb 4:14-16, Mark 10: 35-45 

In both the readings and in our RENEW “focus” 
this week, we look to Jesus as both friend and 
healer. In the life and humanity of Jesus, the 
gentleness of God’s unconditional love and mercy 
has been revealed to us. The great paradox of our 
faith lies with an understanding that the place of 
our pain is a place where we encounter the holy. 
The place where we have been broken is the place 
where we begin to find strength. It is in the 
struggle with pain where we begin to find strength. 
It is in the struggle with pain and brokenness that 
we are healed. And it is in our own experience of 
pain and brokenness that enables us to be with 
others in their suffering. Jesus calls us into 
companionship on the journey to God.

We will 
encounter hardships and suffering, and we will be 
asked to sacrifice a great deal along the way.

Reflection

The Church’s mission, in the perspective of 
this theology (church as servant), is not 
primarily to gain new recruits for its own 
ranks, but rather to be of help to all men, 
wherever they are.
